"And not a parole hax been broken,” 


declared Judge K. II., Cocke of W elling­ 
ton, In an address delivered Saturday 
afternoon when the ru tted Daughters 
of tile Confederacy of Vernon unveiled 
the monument of a Confederate soldier 
to the memory of Confederate veterans 
living and dead. 
Judge Corke s sub­ 
ject was “Southern Soldiers and the 
South.” 
“The Southern Soldiers, over­ 
whelmed by the greater, resources of 
the North, were granted paroles, and 
w ith courage unbroken 
returned to 
their ruined homes, and through the 
trying tim e that follow ed and in all 
subsequent tim es, have never failed 
to support their country w ith all their 
might.” said Judge Cooke. The speaker > 
urged the people of tin* South alw ays i 
cherish tin* memory of the old soldier 
in gray, and to heed the lessons they 
have taught us by their valor. 
At five o'clock tw enty-three of the 
Confederate veterans in blue, members I 
of Camp Ca bel. carrying their old urns- j 
Rots, assem bled at 
the court house, j 
and w ith N. It- T isdal as marshall of: 
the day. m arched to Cie monument on 
Hie southwest corner of tho court house 
lawn. 
The old soldiers were preceded 
by thirty-eight D aughters of the Con­ 


federacy. 
After an invocation by W. M. Lundy, 
Mrs. S. Sew ell placed a wreath on tim 
monument. 
Then, as the hand played 
“The Star Spangled Banner” and Mrs. 
bela F. Albright govt? a toilet ta the 
North and South, w hile \V. S. Ferrell 
and J. II. W atts 
grasped 
trembling 
hands over the cannon by the monu­ 
ment, signifying in a striking manlier 
that the struggle between the North and 
the South is over and that they are now 
united.

Exactly at 9 o’clock -I. A. Birdsong, county chairman, filed a 
telegram to the Federal Reserve Bank in Dallas announcing that 
! W ilbarger had “gone over the top’ and would devote the rem ain­ 
der of the day to efforts to secure a heavy over-subacription. 
Four other counties in the -tate reported their quotas sub­ 
scribed at the same hour, but leaders of the campaign here be­ 
lieve that an a n a ly s is of the subscription will show VV ilbarger en­ 
titled to the country-wide honor banner. 
BANKS NOT CALLED ON. 
Differing from previous loans here and from the rule in most 
communities, the hanks were not called on for subscriptions. 
Ac­ 
cording to available information, only four 
corporations 
made 
i subscriptions. 
With these eliminated 
from 
consideration the 
(quota here was over-subscribed by individuals. 
The tabulation Saturday after selling had been discontinued, 
showed a total subscription of $231,050. 'the quota was $217,250. 
Although solicitation was discontinued S a tu r d a y afternoon, 
subscriptions continued to pour into local banks yest< nlay. Totals 
are not available, but it is known that upwards of $5,000 in new 
subscriptions were received yesterday. 
It is practically certain 
that the county quota will be over-subscribed $25,000 to $30,000 
before tin* campaign comes to a close May Bb. 
LARDE NUMBER SMALL SUBSCRIBERS. 
The most remarkable feature of the one-day selling campaign 
was the large number of small subscriptions.
